In his next Anſwere he affirmes. that no Communi=» 
-on can be had in our Pariſh Aſſemblies poſibly,withour 
ſcrting up new Charches: BurT hope in this he is much 
deceived as in the reſt. He compares us to Sardzs former- 
ly, yet I hope there Communion might be had without 
this medicine of new Churches.Nay ler chere be ſhown 
any example or any precept in the Scripture that in our -- 
caſe new Churches ſhould be erected, and nor the old 
repaired,and brought back tothe rule from which they 
have ſwerved,and we will yeeld the cauſe: but if there be 
no ſuch precept nor example, then in vaine are all ſuch 
pleas as heuſeth, for things which Chriſt hath neirher 
left preceptnor patterne of. And when we {ce Godhath 
heard the Prayers, and bleſt che Nation for the prayers 
of che godly in our Churches,as now they ftand,and hath 
made us a people ſaved by the Lord, who is the ſhield of 
our helpe,and the ſword of our excellency,more we ſhal 
not expet by his new Churches,unleſſe he convirice the 
neceſſity of them, by betcer evidence ont of the word, 
which when he hath proved, we will never put him to 
crouble to anſwere inconveniences, but will with him 
buckle our ſelves to digeſt them;but we will not caſt our 
ſelves,nor will the wiſdom of the ſtare ſuffer it to be caſt 
on inconveniencies for good mens fanſies without Chriſt s 
command. 7 
Nor wil we ever objet it co be coo ftrickt, pure or per- 
_ fed, if the rule foricbe convinced, but we will affirme 
that being its ſtrayter then the counſell which Chreſt
